But 
where Pompey looked for requital of for- 
mer kindneſs, his low eſtare was now 
deſpiſed , and Prolomy King of Egypt 
fearing uprores in his Country by har- 
bouring Pompey, he cauſed Pompey to be 
creacherouſlly ſlain, and ſo Ceſar came 
ro {ole power. 

In the g. year of this Civil War,Julize 
Ciſar returned to Rome : and now ene- 
mies being vanquiſhed abroaa, and the 
p=ople pacihed at home, Jul Caeſar had 
che honour of Dictator ; bur having the 
power of the ſword,he aflumed Supreme 
Authority to himſelf, choſe Senators of 
his own party, and conferred honours 
and Offices of the Weale-publike, upon 
whom he pleaſed, By this uſurpation, 
Ceſar was lolt much in the afteQions of 
the people in general, and hated by di- 
vers. So that conſpiracies were made 
again(t him, and at laſt he was murdered 
in the Senate, the 1 5, of March, the 5. 
moneth after he came to Rome, by thoſe 
he had ſhewn great kindneſs ro. The

Though the Empire was divided by 
Conſtantine in his life time to his three 
ſons» and each had large Dominions; Yer 
(as ambition can keep no bonds) Con- 

ftantine made War upon his brother Cox- 
Hans, and invaded ſome of 11s Coun- 
tries, 
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tries. This flirred up Conſtans , who 
went againſt his brother, where Conftax- 
the ( the Elder brother) loſt his Army 
and life rogerher. This gave encourage- 
ment to Conſtans, who palt the Moun- 
cains, and in two years poſſeſſed himſelf 
of all his brothers Dominions.
